While the opposition is vocal 
and active in trying to win sup- 
port, a very safe forecast is that 
the parking district will be even- 
tually approved.

‘(Prevention will be one of our 
greatest concerns,’”’ Feliz Que- 
sada, newly appointed Upland 
city juvenile officer, said yes- 
terday in the early stages of get- 
ting established in his new role. 


He has been a member of the! > 


Upland police department 11 
years and was advanced to head 
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Parking District Fate Tonight Awaited 
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the newly formed juvenile bur- = 


eau by the city administration. 

‘Tt is important to prevent 
youths from getting into legal 
trouble and I hope to work very 
closely with school teachers, min- 
isters and all other people who 
can help,’ explained the modest, 
hard-working officer. ‘‘I have al- 
ways enjoyed working with boys 
and girls and it is a real thrill 
to direct their thoughts into con- 
structive channels.” 

Mr. Quesada explained that it 
will take much time for the ju- 
venile officer to really be ef- 
fective. 

‘While the city has given some 
attention to the young people’s 
troubles before, it will be nec- 
essary to proceed slowly and to 
get our new bureau on a solid 
foundation,’’ he said, ‘‘I am going 
to a school for special training 
as a juvenile officer. I will also 
inspect various juvenile depart- 
ments in the county to learn the 
best methods of record keeping 
and to learn all I can from the 
departments that now have a 
juvenile seryice.”’ 

Following his appointment to 
the new position, the officer con- 
ferred with City Manager El- 
win Alder and Police Chief Ralph 
H. Palmer. 

With his family, Mr, Quesada 
resides at 182 E. 20th St. His par- 
ents came to this area when 
the Uplander was very young.

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City Council 
May Act After 
Public Hearing 


Will the parking assessment 
district be approved? [ 

That is the big question in the 
minds of many people in the Up- 
land area today. Decision on the 
long-proposed formation of a 
down-town off-street parking pro- 
gram may be indicated .at to- 
night’s meeting of the Upland 
city council. ; 

An undetermined number of 
formal protests from owners of 
business property will be filed 
with City Clerk Hazel Cassell 
early this evening. All legal pro- 
tests are to be filed in writing 
and reasons for the protest out- 
lined, in acordance wifh provi- 
sions. 

Mrs. Neva Wallace, owner of 
property at 139 N. Second “Ave., 
is one of the leaders in opposing 
the district formation. It is un- 
derstood that several owners of 
property on Second south ef Ninth 
St. have signed formal protests. 

Since a majority of property 
owners signed the petition seek- 
ing the parking district, observ- 
ers predict that the opposition 
will not be sufficient to defeat 
the measure at tonight’s hearing 
or later. 

At 8 p.m. in the city hall, May- 
or E. Tweed Stone will call for 
statements from all interested 
persons ‘“‘who favor or oppose 
formation of the parking dis- 
trict.’”” Various individuals are 
expected to speak, pointing out 
that it is incumbent upon a busi- 
ness area to have adequate off- 
street parking. Opponents will 
also speak, claiming the basis 
for payment of the district is not 
equitable. 

If the councilmen wish, they 
may act on the parking question 
at conclusion of the hearing. If 
the formal protests require time 
for tabulation and analysis, it 
may be impossible for the coun- 
cilmen to act until later. 

“We realize the parking propo- 
sal has not received unanimous 
support,” Paul G, Hotel, leader 
in the parking movement, said 
yesterday. ‘‘Most persons, how: 
ever, realize the vital necessity 
of providing parking and the out- 
look is very good of realization 
of the program.” 

Raymond Curran of the Los 
Angeles legal firm of Gibson, 
Dunn & Crutcher, which special- 
izes.in special district formation, 
will be present to answer legal 
questions. Harold Wilder, Upland 
city engineer, who prepared the 
final assessment figures and 
handled the final details of the 
proposal, will alsd be present to 
explain the engineering problem 
and details. 


Hottel Seeks 
To Pay More 
Parking Fee 


Paul G. Hottel, proprietor of 
the Upland Furniture Co., will 
ask that parking district assess- 
ments on the proposed site of 
his new building be greatly in- 
creased over the present pro- 
posed assessment schedule, he 
said ysterday. 

He will make this request at 
the time of a ‘“‘board of equaliza- 
tion’? hearing that will bé& con 
ducted by the Upland city coun- 
cil during the later proceedings 
in forming the parking assess- 
ment district. 

Major basis for fixing assess- 
ments is the land valuation. His 
proposed site, northeast corner 
of Euclid Ave. and C St., at 
present carries a lower assess- 
ment than it will when Euclid 
becomes an active business thor 
oughfare. 

Mr. Hottel expressed publicly 
the declaration that he wanted 
the parking assessment adjusted 
on his site to carry “‘the same 
rate that it would be if the busi- 
ness were already established on 
that corner.’’ 

Mr. Hottel has obtained a 99- 
year lease on the site, subject 
to the parking district approval, 
and will pay all taxes on the 
property,

From 53,000 
Mile Tour 


In 32 countries on a 53,000 mile 
trip, Mr. and Mrs. Richard G. 
Manley are home today at 890 
N. Euclid Ave. They left Feb. 26 
on a tour, mileage of which 


equalled twice the distance 
around the world. 
“We didn’t make it twice 


around the world but we did go 
up and down and across several 
countries several times,’’ observ- 
ed the former city manager, who 
has really taken up the travel 
hobby after many years in the 
city hall. ; 

“Prankly,’’ he recommended, 
‘it might have been a little too 
long for the best enjoyment. It 
might have been divided into two 
sections; in India and the far 
east to see how people live so 
differently than we do and to 
Europe and other countries fora 
nice, enjoyable vacation.” 

Accustomed to do a lot of fig- 
uring, Mr. Manley, kept a de- 
tailed account of his travel mile- 
age as follows: 800 miles by 
train; 3,200 miles by bus and 
auto and 41,000 miles by air- 
plane. 

‘In every country, there is ade- | 
quate provision for airplanes and 
many people travel that way, 
even in the poorer countries,’’| 
he said. ‘‘Oftentimes, the only | 
people on the plane who could | 
speak English were the crew | 
members.”’

Only one day in Europe did 
they have trouble making people | 
understand and that is because | 
they wanted ham and eggs for | 
breakfast. 

In Switzerland they rented a} 
Volkswagon for a jaunt from Lu- 
cerne to Geneva. 

“We left-Geneva early in the | 
morning, planning to stop in | 
some of the small communities | 
for breakfast,’ he related. ‘“‘No | 
one could understand us and it| 
was 11 o’clock before we got} 
what we wanted.’’ } 

European countries were des- |

“In Europe especially, the citi-
